• High Risk of Significant Fires Due to Gusty N-NE/Offshore Winds/Low Relative Humidity (RH) this Evening through Early Monday from the 

Western Cascade-Sierra Slopes to the Coast 

• High pressure will continue to produce warm, dry conditions through at least Friday.

• N-NE/Offshore winds much of this week, strongest today through midday at mostly 10-20 mph with gusts 25-35 mph, although locally 15-25 mph 

with gusts 40-55 mph, before gradually decreasing this afternoon. Winds will pick up again somewhat tonight at mostly 10-20 mph with gusts 25-

35 in the windiest locations, especially along the western Cascade and Sierra slopes. Wind speeds will decrease markedly by midday Monday 

with much lighter, mainly northerly winds the rest of this week, although moderately strong local N-NE winds are expected for a time 

Wednesday.

• Afternoon RH will be low (5-15%) through Monday with poor overnight recovery (5-25%) in windy areas and on mid and upper slopes. After 

Monday, RH will increase some with afternoon min RH likely to range from 12-20%, especially where/when winds are light.

• Afternoon high temperatures will continue 5-10 degrees above seasonal normals with warmest inland areas mostly in the mid 70s. Overnight 

lows will be pretty close to seasonal values, and frost/freezing conditions are likely to become a bit more widespread. 

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA

• Another round of strong Santa Ana winds will occur today through Wednesday morning. The winds will be strongest today and tonight over 

Ventura and Los Angeles County before the strongest winds shift southward to San Diego County Monday. Very, very low relative humidity will 

occur over most of Southern California the next 3 days. RH recovery will be poor the next few nights. Onshore flow will bring shifting winds and 

slightly cooler weather back during the second half of the week.  

• Northeast winds of 25 to 40 mph with gusts to 60 mph in Ventura and portions of Los Angeles County developing this afternoon, lasting into

Monday morning. Look for similar winds speeds in San Diego County Monday afternoon into Tuesday across San Diego County. Winds of 20-30 

mph with gusts to 45 mph will occur in the Inland Empire and Orange County tonight through Tuesday night. In addition, northeast winds of 20-

25 mph with gusts to 50 mph will be possible in favored Sierra Foothill valleys this evening into Monday. All offshore winds should cease 

Wednesday morning.  

• Widespread single digit humidity along with very poor humidity recovery at night will continue through Wednesday.  

• There will be little change in temperature through the end of next week, with upper 40s and 50s across the mountains and 70s to low 80s in the 

valleys of Southern California.
